1. The present application found to have deficiencies in the description of claims 
may not be patented under provisions of Article 42-4-2 of the Korean Patent Act 
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for reasons stated below: 

2: The inventions defined in the set of claims 1-17, 19 and 21 can be easily 
embodied by persons skilled in the art before the application was filed such that 
the inventions may not be patented under provisions of Article 29-2 of the 
5 Korean Patent Act for reasons stated below. 



1. The set of claims 18 and 20 requests a program in which objects of claims 
10 cannot be distinguished. Claims are indistinguishable as to whether they are for 
— method invention or apparatus invention- 

Although the present invention claims a construction in which a merchandise 
of a real estate registered for sale is provided on a browser according to 

15 manipulation of a would-be purchaser, a construction in which a contract is 
realized between a purchaser and a seller, and a construction in which materials 
for interiors of a dwelling space for sale and merchandises of pieces of furniture 
are registered and provided, and merchandises of pieces of furniture are arranged 
in the dwelling space on the browser and are checked as to whether or not the 

20 arrangement is adequate for purchase, US Patent No. 5,664,115 ( Sep. 2, 1997) 
teaches an art in, which assets (re,al estates, tangible and intangible assets), 
possessed by a seller are beforehand stored and registered to enable a purchaser 
and a renter to search sales information provided by the seller according to 
conditions of their requirements, whereby the purchaser and the renter can 

25 acquire merchandises of their own needs. 

Japanese laid-open patent application No. Hei 9-81781 (Mar. 28,1997) discloses 
a space of a virtual reality in which position and point of a user's avata are read 
in order to provide a screen of a relevant point according to movement of the 
30 avata of the user, and the provided space of virtual reality is changed for service 
to a client terminal. 

Korean laid-open patent application No. 1999-68557(Sep.6, 1999) teaches a 
detailed technology in which a selected furniture is arranged in an interior for 
35 checking of purchased merchandise, a merchandise is worn by a character, and 
display is envisioned by changing the colors of a vehicle. 
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Japanese laid-open patent application No.Hei 10-97558(Apr. 14, 1998) provides 
a construction in which a server memorizing various screen patterns and relevant 
data is accessed via Internet with regard to architecture and living furniture 
arrangement by which various screen patterns are selected to form, change and 
5 purchase a three-dimensional architecture and living fixture arrangement. 

In view of the above-mentioned disclosures, relevant persons skilled in the arts 
do not find it difficult to form constructions of the present invention by 
combining the cited inventions. Furthermore, there are no particular differences 
10 in merits in the present invention from those of the cited inventions such that it is 
^considered that those skilled in the arts can easily invent the present invention by 
combining the cited inventions in terms of structures and merits.
